If They Were Sure That the Trial 
Would be Impartial. 
Sheridan and Walsh Discuss the Probabilities 
of Extradition—Tynan, No. 1, Said to be 
in New York—Butler and Pryor Engaged 

in the Case. 


° By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 4.—Mr. Sheridan was at 
the Astor House last evening in tonversa- 
tion with Mr. Reuben Carroll, of Richby, 
Pa., who is said to be one of his counsel and 
his chief adviser. Toa reporter Mr. Sheri- 
dan said: “Iam satisfied that the British 
Government is in possession of no more 
facts about me than when it received the 
statement of the perjured Carey.” 

“Do you expect to be extradited ?” 

“In reply to that I can only say that I stand 
here awaiting the results of the worst 
efforts of the British Government. When- 
ever the United States authorities want me 
they will have no difficulty in finding me by 
simple inquiry at the Irish World office.” 

“Where were you at the time of thé 
Pheenix Park murders?” 


“All that will appear when I am brought 
up to answer the charge.” 

“Do you consider the murders political of- 
fenses, by whomsoever they wer com- 
mitted?” ' ‘A 

“I don’t see why anybody should think 
otherwise, inasmuch as British Goveriiment 
Officials admit it to be so The 
present Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land said this was the first political 


offense committed in thatisland. If he ad- 
mits itto be a political offense I don’t see 
why anybody else should doubt it.” 

“Have you been followed by detectives?” 

“I may have been. I don’t suppose they 
go through the ceremony of any introduction. 
On one occasion, eight or ten days ago, 

A MAN FOLLOWED ME 
along the street for some time, and closely 
scrutinized me.” 

“Do you think that the Irish National 
League will take any action 1n the matter ?’’ 

““] don’t see why they should. I don’t be- 
long to the organization.”’ , 

“Do you know Mr. Tynan, who is said t 
be No. 1, and do you know if he is or has 
been recently in New York?” 

‘To all that | answer, no.”’ 

Mr. Sheridan came to this country in Oct- 
ober last,and since that time has been a writer 
for the Irish World. Mr. Patrica Egan says 
that Mr.Sharidan was notin Ireland when the 
Phoenix Park murders occurred. Mr. Sheri- 
dan was confined in. Kilmainham Jail asa 
suspect, but was released in 1879 and early 
in October went to Paris. Mr. Egan subse- 
quently sent him fora trip through Ireland 
to investigate the charge that many tenants 
who were really notin sympathy with the 
“no rent” action of the Land League were 
reaping the benefits of the Ladies’ Land 
League fund. On this trip Sheridan was 
disguised as a priest. 

John Walsh was found in tke office of the 
Irish Worid. He ig a middle-aged man 
. _ WITH 4 GRAVE FACE, 
gray hair and gray mustache, with no 
beard. He was dressed in a plain 
gray suit, and carried a heavy stick. 
“tant not guilty of this offense,” he said; 
“the whole matter was thoroughly gone 
into at Paris, and the judgment rendered 
there fully cleared me, I supposed for all 
time. I don’t know whether any attempt 
will be made to extradite me. I would not 
be afraid to go back for trial, if I thought it 
would be impartial. 1 am quite ready to face 
a trial here, where I know it will beso. [ 
am not going to run away orhide. I have 
engaged nO counsel as yet.” One of 
the party said he understood that 
General Bb. F. Butler, General Roger A. 
Pryor and ex-Attorney-General Walker 
were the counsel for Mr. Sheridan, and pos- 
sibly for Mr. Walsh. He understood that 
Tynan came to New York two weeks ago 
and remained here until yesterday, when & 
left for San Francisco, going by way of Phil- 
adelphia. In San Francisco he expected to 
meet a brother from Lima. Another Irish- 
man intimated that ‘this was a 
mistake and -that Mr. Tynan was 
still in the _ ity. A picture of 
Tynan which is said to be very 
accurate appeared in a recent number of the 
London News. It represents him as a spec- 
tacled man of about fifty with a full beard. 
Mr. Booker, the British Consul, said that he 
had received no communication from his 
government about these cases. Murder like 
that charged was 

AN EXTRADITABLE OFFENSE 

in his opinion. ‘F. F. Marbury, counsel to 
the British Consulate, said: *‘As I under- 
stand it, this is no more a political offense 
than was Guiteau’s, who made that claim. 
I have not heard as yet. of any 
proceedings whatever being taken in this 
country against any of these men. Un- 
doubtedly the offense charged against these 
men is extiaditable. I speak in general 
terms only, for I know nothing about the. 
specific charges. If the case came into my 
hands, I should bring the matfer before the 
court of extradition, and the men could then 
put in their defense. 

Gen. Pryor said he had not been consulted 
in the case since the extradition of Sheri- 
dan seemed imminent, immediately after 
informer Carey’s statement. Then Gen. But- 
ler and he had two or three extended con- 
sultations, and decided that neither fact nor 
law authorized Sheridan’s extradition. ‘“‘We 
have no apprehensions,’”’ Gen. Pryor said. 
He added thata responsible man had told 
him that not Tynan, but another man, whose 
name Gen. Prvor was not at liberty to give, 
is “No, 1.” ‘Thomas _ Brennan, _ ex- 
secretary of the Irish National Land 
League, said: “The case against these 
men is entirely political, and the 
United States vernment cannot take 
cognizance of it. This indictment, 1 am sat- 
istied, is the result of diplomatic correspond- 
ence and is founded on the statements of in- 
formers. . I was in Kilmainham Jail when 
the Phoenix Park murders were committed. 
Mr. Sheridan subsequently told me he was 
in Paris at the time, and Mr. Walsh 

MADE AFFIDAVIT 
that he was in a county village in England. 
No. 1 is not known in Irish politics or gener- 
-allv by Irishmen.” 

“This country is governed by the 
people, and not by tyranny,” O’Dono- 
van Rossa said. ‘The American people will 
never allow the extradition of the men. Let 
England send her informers over here and 
see what influence they wou'd have on an 
American jury.. The Philadelphia conven- 
tion was a dynamite convention, but we 
found it best to preserve outward harmony. 
No one dared to say anything there denounc- 
ing dynamite. If he had, he would have 


been hooted.

RIGID RULES. 


Draft of the Civil Service Kegulations 
Submitted to the President. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, May 4.—The Times to-day 
prints the draft of the civil service rules as 
they were presented to the President. They 
open with two rules couched in the language 
of the statute prohibiting coercion by any 
one in the service of the political action of 
any other person or body, and all interfer- 
ence with any election, and also announcin g 
that no one in thé service shall be under any 
obligation to contribute to any political funa, 
and will not be removed or otherwise preju- 
diced for refusing to do so. 

The officers coming under the rules 
are divided into three classes, to be 
known as “The classified service at 
Washington,” “The _ classified customs 
service,” and “The classified postal serv- 
ice.”” Under the second class are embraced 
eleven Custom-houses. Under the third ace 
included twenty-three Post-offices. Rule 6 
provides, in the language of the law, for 
open competitive examinations, practical in 
their character and calculated to test fitness 
for the positions sought, and it also provides 
for a competitive examination of a suitable 
character to test the fitness of persons for 


promotion in the service.” 

THE SUBJECTS OF THE EXAMINATIONS 
for admission tothe service are described 
in the seventh rule. They are penmanship, 


rules of arithmetic, fractions and percent- 
age, interest, discount, and the elements of 
book-keeping and accounts, in allof which 
a minimum rank of 60 per cent is required- 
The subjects of the elements of the English 
language, and of the geography, history and 
government of the United States are in- 
cluded, but on these only 50 per cent is re- 
quired as a minimum, and for the lower offi- 
ces examinations will be _limit- 
ed to penmanship, copying and 
orthography, and the fundamental rules 
of arithmetic, with a grade of 65 per cent at 
least, Special examinations ma held for 
appointment to offices requiring peculiar 
qualifications. 

Provision is made inthe rules to exclude 
any consideration of political or religious 
views or affiliations and to discourage any 
disclosure of them. Arrangements aré made 
for observing the requirements of the law re-. 
garding the apportionment of appointments 
among the various States. The commission 
is to certify to the respective appointing of- 
ficers

standing ~—— in examinations among those 
eligible to the place to be filled, and from 
these the appointment is to be made. If the 
appointing officer requests it, the certification 
will be made from those of one sex; other- 
wise sex is to be disregarded. Appointments 
are to be made first fora probationary term 
of six months,and detailed provision is made 
for securing satisfactory evidence of the con- 
duct of the appointee during this term. lf it 
confirm his fitness he will be absolutely ap- 
pointed; if not, he will be regarded at the 
close of the probation as out of the service.

Johnson, wife of Eli Johnson, puts 
forward as a plea on behalf of her

to blast her character. She fully believes 
that the suit to recover $100,000 from Mr. R. 
A. Higley is a blackmailing scheme. There 
was not, she says, even the faintest ground 
for suspicion of improper intimacy 
between herself and Mr. Higley. One of 
Mr. Johnson’s brothers, Mrs, Johnson says, 
had been confined ina lunatic asylum on and 
off for fourteen years, andthere was a vein 
of insanity _in the Johnson family.

Johnson, during his recent temperance trip 
to Australia. and England, hada stroke of 
paralysis, and this, she thinks, to some extent 
might have affected his mind.

Mr. Higley said: ‘“There is not a word of 
truth in the charges made by Johnson 
against me from beginning toend. The 
Johnsons and I have always been close and 
intimate friends, and I never dreamed that 
anything could bring my relations with them 
into question. Iam so surprised that I can 
hardly realize what has taken place. John- 
son must be crazed by his insane, jealous 
imagination.

The only persons who could 
be offended by such a refusal are the Catho- 
Jics, and we refuse to believe that the Cath- 
olics are so unreasonable as to take offense 
at an officer of the Government for merely 
performing his sworn duty. 

lt is not Secretary LINCOLN who re- 
fuses the request; it is the law which 
Secretary LincoLn has pledged himself 
to enforce, and which is as binding on 
him as it ison a private citizen. That 
law tells him very plainly and emphati- 
cally that in jthe military reservations 
under his charge no church shall be erected 
unless those who build it shall permit it to 
be used on equal terms by all other denomi- 
nations. As the, Catholics do not permit 
their churches to be used for purposes of 
divine service by other denominations, they 
are prevented by law from building churches 
on the military reservations of the United 
States. But when the law clearly prevents 
them, Secretary LINCOLN has no more right 
to disregard the law in their favor than he 
has to walk into the Treasury vaults and 
take out the money used to build the church 
with. 

lustead of finding fault with the Secretary, 
ail citizens, regardleas of creed, ought to ap- 
prove the firmness and honesty with which 
he fulfills his duty, even when it is an un- 
popular one. Iftherule is unjust and un- 
fair; if, under pretense of fairness to all, it 
discriminates against one special creed and 
prevents any considerable number of our 
soldiers from obtaining religious ministra- 
tions which they desire, let it be changed. 
But until it is changed it is binding on the 
Secretary of War, and his fidelity in enforc- 
ing the rule may very properly be commend- 
ed as a good example.

VIEWS OF A STATESMAN. 

We have long held to the opinion that the 
West is not only the chief seat and center of 
political power but of political intelligence 
also, and when we find a Western statesman 
giving his views on National politics we in- 
stinctively incline our auricular muscles to 
catch the words of wisdom. 

Such a statesmanis our member of the 
Democratic National Committee, the Hon. 
J, G. PRATHER, known in the more famil- 
iar intimacy of private life as “Grir.” He 
has just returned from that modern Siloam, 
the Hot Springs of Arkansas, whose healing 
waters are a cure for every physical ailment 
we could name and for a great many 
that we would rather not name, and 
where also the sweet political angels occa- 
sionally trouble the waters and bring 
forth medication for the ills of the body pol- 
itic. Coming from such a locality, where he 
has enjoyed the companionship of GrorGcr 
Vest, and REAGAN of Texas, and Brown 
of Georgia, and other gigantic intellects, his 
utterances are naturally moreimportant than 
they would be if he had merely been study- 
ing the situation in company with the Col- 
onels at JACOBY’S, 

We are pained at the start when so politic 
a statesman as Mr. PRATHER utters the her- 
esy that “the tariff question is not as well 
understood as it should be by the people.’’ 
The reflection upon the intelligence of the 
people is perhaps an honest opinion when 
coming from one who has so recently been 
colloguing with the most eminent intel- 
lectual giants of the age, but it is 
injudicious, to say the least, for one who is 
going to appeal to the people for support on 
the tariff question, to remark that the people 
don't understand it. Of course they don’t 
understand it as well as Colonel PRATHER 
does, but it should be his mission to enlighkt- 
en them without letting them be aware of 
their ignorance. 

Colonel Pratuern, however, is one of 
those frank, breezy and open statesmen who 
refuse to conceal anything. He describes 
himself when he speaks of an “aggressive 
Democrat,’’ and when he comes to give his 
views on the tariff question he does it open- 
ly. He says: “The Harrison policy of

If CARTER HARRISON’S policy is nonsense, 
while Grir. PRATHER’s policy (as yet un- 
known to man) embodies the wisdom of the 
ages, why would it not be wel! for Grrr. to 
make his policy known? He could either 
hire a hall, or his friends could give hima 
banquet. As a National Committeman his 
words would commit the party, and it would 
be a grand and glorious triumph for the West 
if the two wings of the Democratic party 
the two dissenting but parallel opinions on: 
the tariff question, could be championed by 
representative Western men, and if St. 
Louis could oppose the HARRISON heresy of 
Chicago with the Pratuer orthodoxy to 
which St. Louis would, of course, adhere. 


THE EXTRADITION IDEA, 

The announcement that Great Britain has 
applied for the extradition of two or three 
men implicated in agrarian outrages in Ire- 
land, brings us face to face with the ques- 
tion of our duty in the matter. We do not 
want this country to be made the refuge of 
murderers or criminals, and we do want to 
comply fully with all our treaty obligations. 

But our treaty obligations do not cover the 
question of the extradition of persons 
charged with political offenses. No Gov- 
ernment is ever willing to make an admission 
in a treaty that it is going to ask for 
the extradition of any one charged with 
a political offense, and on the other hand no 
government would give up its right to offer 
an asylum to political refugees. In the 
treaty between Great Britain and this coun- 
try the status of political offenders was not 
touched upon at all; no mention was made 
of any such question, and it was the evident 
intention of both contracting powers to 
leave the question open, and that is the way 
it stands now. 

We are accordingly free not only to refuse 
extradition for a political murder, but we 
are also perfectly free to define what kind 
of killing constitutes political murder, and 
the general principle is easy to under- 
stand. The OrsiNn1I bomb in Paris killed some 
sixty-odd innocent, unoffending private 
citizens who had nothing whatever to do 
with official life or with politics, yet in the 
BERNARD case the British Government re- 
fused to deliver up one of the principal con- 
spirators in that wholesale slaughter. And 
in amore conspicuous case the English law 
in Canada refused to surrender a Missouri 
slave who had murdered his master and es- 
caped. 

With such precedents to guide us, it 1s 
absurd to think of such a thing as surrender- 
ing any one for taking any part in the pres- 
ent Irish agitation. It is a political move- 
ment, and its hopelessness does notat all 
changeits character nor lessen our duty of 
recognizing it. Itis the protest of a people 
against tyranny, and against tyranny im- 
posed by a foreign ruler. The Administra- 
tion need not feel at all anxious about its re- 
sponsibility. The people will stand by it 
until the crack of doom in refusing the ex- 
tradition of any Irish conspirator.

ST. Louris, Mo., May 3, 1883. 
To the Eaitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read the other day your remarks in reference 
to the prospective improvement of Pine and Lo- 
cust streets. [agree with you that it will be 
extremely fooljsh to pave these streets with as- 
phalt and then leave them open to general traffic. 
All the teams in the city moving east, and west 
will seek these smooth thoroughfares and they 
will be cut to pieces and destroyed ina year. We 
want at least two nice drives for people who wish 
to get out to Forest Park and the Western roads. 
We have kept street cars off upper Pine and Lo- 
cust, but how are we going to protect them after 
we pave them?

Gas is now furnished 
ata profitin England when sold at less than one 
udilar per thousand. If my associates fail to 
carry out the terms offered, the city is to take pos- 
session of the pipes in the ground, and this is what 
i believe yuu Lave Claimed the city haa aright to 
do. As to our desire to involve the city in a suit 
with the St. Louis Gas Company, 1 may add that 
all the privilege we ask from the city is to lay 
— in tne streets, and wee are ili- 
ormed, by what we consider competent 
legal advisers, that the “~ has never granted 
ap exciusive — to lay pipe to any compgny. 
The old or St. Louis Company havea charter from 
the State which attempted to confer upon that 
company the exclusive right to make and vend 
gas in the city of St. Louis, and also gas fixtures, 
yet gas is and has long been made by private par- 
ties and gas fixtures sold. 1 do not, however, 
care to discuss the point atlength.

A Trial Which Leaves a Marylan 
Murder Mystery Unsolved. 

The Circumstantial Evidence Fails to Con- 

vict the Indicted Widow. 


BALTIMORE, May 3.—The trial of Mrs. 
Bel] Beachamp, at Denton, for murdering 
her husband with poison, has ended in her 
acquittal. But the circumstances of the case 
are such as to leave a cloud upon her and her 
alleged paramour, James Ahearn. It is said 
that the mistake of indicting them separate- 
ly ruled out the evidence which would have 
supplied the missing links necessary to make 
the chain of circumstantial evidence strong 
and conclusive. 

The woman was a daughter of William 
Linden, a former Judge of the Orphan’s 
Court, and the representative of a family 
dating back to the early English settlement 
of the Eastern Shore. 
then spelled Lyndon, and the family man- 
s10n was at one timg one of the grandest and 


most hospitable in the State. Extravagant 
hospitality reduced the old Judge to pov- 


erty, and he left nothing to his children but 
a little farm, an aristocratic name, and a lot 
of debts. His four daughters and one son 
had to go to work for a living, or rather the 
son had to’ work for them all, and try to 
make aliving out of the little farm the 
Judge had left. 


Frances Belle Linden, the young woman 
who was charged with so terrible a crime, 
grew upuapretty girl, but self-willed and 


careless. Her sisters all married farmers in 
this vicinity. When 17 years old she fell in 
love with Martin Beachamp, a harvest-hand 


employed on her brother’s farm. He wasa 
good-looking countryman, but her brother 
stoutly opposed the match. Beachamp’s 
father, it is true, owned more iand 
than the Lindens, but then 
unrefined and had no regard for pedi- 

He was an indolent sort of a fellow, 

0, and his father would not help him, 
Belle and Martin, however, were determined 

to marry, and they disappeared one summer 
evening, and when they returned, several 
weeks afterward, it was as man and wife, 
With her little share from the sale of the 
farm left by the Judge Mrs. Beacbhamp set 
her husband upin farming in a small way. 
Soon, however, it}became apparent that “‘the 
marriage in haste’’ was bringing “repent- 
ance at leisure,” and it was rumored that 
they did not live happily together. They 
no children. 

The village gossips of Concord, the little 
town near where the Beachainps lived, began 
connecting the young wife’s name with 
James H. Carlisle, who kept a store in the 
neighborhood, in no very respectable man- 
ner. He was seen at Beachainp’s house at 
untimely hours, and she made frequent visits 
to the store when she made no purchases. 
Two years ago, and eight years after marri- 
age, Mrs. Beachamp gave birth to a son; 
and, although Beachamp seemed happy, the 
gossips or the town talked more scandalous- 
ly than ever. She continued friendly with 
Carlisle until about a year ago, when Justice 
Lackerman one day criticised Mrs. Bea- 
champ rather sharply, and Carlisle and a 
friend named James Ahearn gave the magis- 
trate a sound thrashing. Soon after this 
Carlisle left the town and the State, and sold 
out his store to Ahearn, and inturn the lat- 
ter became a warm friend of Mrs. Deachamp. 
Her husband loved her innocently and de- 
votedly, and perhaps she truly rec:jrocated 
his affection; but the gossips would tal x. 

It was the last day of December, 1842, when 
Martin Beachamp, upon rising in the morn- 
ing, remarked to his wife that he did not 
feei well, would east no breakfast, and asked 
her just to make himacup of coffee. He 
went out of the house on an errand whileshe 
prepared thecoffee. He returned, swallowed 
haifacup of it, said to her: “Belle, that’s 
the bitterest coffee I ever drank,’’ and a few 
minutes later he was seized with violent 
cramps in the stomach. Hesoon went into 
spasms. Mrs. Beachamp summoned Thomas 
Lewis, a neighbor, who wanted to gofora 
yhysician, but the dyjng man said he thought 
“ would soon be better, and took sone 
trifling remedies. Suddenly he was taken 
with a terrific spasm, and died in throes of 
agony. Of course the news soon spread, and 
the eye of suspicion was turned toward cer- 
tain parties. James Ahearn was at the 
house soon after Beachamp died, and busied 
himself about the funeral arrangements. 
Mrs. Beachamp at first opposed an inquest, 
and appeared frantic with grief at the death 
of her husband. When the doctor said he 
~) ae an inquest ought to be held Ahearn 
said: 

“Doctor, do you know this man died from 
natural causes. Won’t you see District At- 
torney Bryant and tell him there is no need 
for an inquest ?”’ 

The doctor declined to do this and an in- 
quest was held, and the jury rendered a ver- 
diet that “death was caused by poison, by 
whom administered unknown.” ’rof. 
Toury, of Baitimore, made an analysis and 
found strychnine in the dead man’s stomach. 
After the inquest the matter was apparently 
let drop for a time by the authorities.though: 
in reality it was not. The authorities were 
secretly at work, but it was difficult to ob- 
tainaclew. In February last the adminis- 
trators of Martin Beauchamp made an ap- 
praisement of his effects. Mrs. Beauchamp 
was present and had the carpets taken up 
from the floor to be measured, when under 
the edge of one of the carpets was found the 
following note in an unaddresced envelope:

PERFECT COMBUSTION. 


A Furnace Which Abolishes the Ter- 
rible Smoke Nuisance. 


“Is there a smoke-consumer in operation 
here?” asked a Post-Dispatcn reporter of 
a gentleman standing near a furnace at the 
St. Louis Hot Pressed Nut and Bolt Com- 
pany’s Works, to whom he had been directed 
as the inventor of the aforesaid article, 
“No, sir, there is not,” was the answer. 
“But here is a perfect combustion furnace 
which you can examine in operation; there 
is po smoke to consume, as every particle of 
carbon is turned into heat.”” The gentleman 


+ addressed was Mt. Jacob ]. Williams, who has 


labored and experimented for many years 
ina quiet way, to perfect a furnace that 
would supply all the conditions necessary to 
perfect combustion, and, as a consequence, 
to the absence of coal smoke in the opera- 
tion of it. Mr. Williams is confident that he 
has solved the problem in the furnace now 
in operation at the place named. 

The inventor has formulated three general 
conditions necessarily precedent to perfect 
combustion, which must be conformed to in 
the construction of a furnace to accomplish 
the desired object, viz: First, a continuously 
high temperature; second, a varying supply 
of oxygen to meet the increasing and decreas- 
ing evolution of carbon gas; third, time for 
the gases to mix mechanically, without 
which chemical action cannot take place. 

All of these conditions are necessary to 
perfect cumbustion, which is nothing more 
than the chemical union of oxgen and car- 
bon into carbonic acid, and without them 
there must be imperfect combustion. ‘The 
trouble with the common furnace is that there 
is either not sufficient beat for the chemical 
combination of the oxygen of the air and the 
coal carbon, especially at the renewal of the 
fire or there is not a sufficient supply of oxy- 
gen to chemically take upthe carbon, or 
there is not sufficient time allowed in the 
passagé of the oxygen and carbon through 
the heated region for the me- 


chanical! mixing - of the gases. 
Generally the common furnace 
lacks all three of these conditions. In the 


Williams furnace these conditions are met 
in the following manner; First, by a separ- 
ate combustion chamber, with radiating 
walls to maintain the required temperature 
when the fire is renewed. second, by an 


artificial draft controlled by an 
automatic valve to graduate 
the supply of oxygen in 


varying quantity, and jet orifices to discharge 
it as and where necessary; third, by making 
the combustion chamber—as compared with 
the grate bar surface—very much larger than 
usual. Thisisa plain description of what 
has been done in the Williams furnace. 
The furnace is built of brick, 
with thick . radiating walls which 
when thoroughly heated are capable of 
maintaining the high temperature needed 
for chemical action when the fire is smoth- 
Under 
the grate bar a pipe leading from the outer 
air furnishes a generous supply of oxygen 
fur combustion. but more than this, 
around three of the radiattng wall, is a duct 
opening into the combustion chamber by 
means of jets or perforations, which is filled 
with oxygen through an autom :tic valve, by 
which the supply can be regulated by the 
operator at will. When the fire is renewed, 
of course the valve is opened to its fullest 
extent, as the greatest’supply of oxygen is 
needed, and the supply gradually decreases 
until none is needed. The combustion 
chamber is fully as large as the meas- 
urement of the grate bar squared, and 
hence ample time is given the two gases 
tounite in their passage through it. rof. 
W. b. Potter has analyzed the gas of the fur- 
nace while in operation and has found that it 
contained 97.19 per centum of carbonic acid 
and 2.81 per centum of carbonic oxide. The 
carbonic acid is the resultant of the 
union of oxygen and _ carbon, and 
hence represents perfect combustion, while 
the oxide represents the smoke. It will be 
seen from the analysis that the smoke is re- 
duced to a minimum. 

The reporter glanced through a peep-hole 
into the combustion chamber, and found a 
condition of White heat in there, 
resembling the common notion of Hades. 
Nearly the same condition was maintained 
when a lot of coal was thrown into the fur- 
nace, and a glance at the chimney reveaied 
only athin wreath of smoke curling up at 


first, in Strong contrast. with the 
volumes belched forth by its  neigh- 
bors, and this wreath soon 


gave way to the quivering appearance of 


heated atmosphere. Mr. Williams says that 
the maximum of heat obtained by his fur- 
nace with the minimum of smoke can be
